It used to be that there were three classes 


in this American community: The rich, the 
middle class—prosperous, happy, largely In 
tbe majority, tbe solid constituents ot 
society—and the very poor, and they few In 
Dumber. ID 1S60 we only had one million- 
aire In tbe whole country.

year after year for tree coinage of silver, as 
a little relief. The farmers have already 
paid two-thirds of the national debt and il 
will still take as much uioie to pay the 
balance. While U. S. 4-per cent bonds 
have been paid off at 25 per cent advance, 
the farmer has loaded up with mortgages at 
7 to 10 per cent Interest. 


Whose fault? what of the fanners or 


their soil? With rich soil and hard work, 
still getting into debt. 
The secretary of 


the treasury rushes to the rescue of Wall 
street whenever It crieb for help; but for 
you, the life blood of the nation, there is 
no such relief. 


You need not say, with Job: 
"Oh! that 


mine enemy would write a boob!" Your 
enemy has written a book, a ponderous 
tome; the laws of the United States. Laws 
grinding you down, while you have been 
sleeping. 


You he-long to a race that does not calmly 


submit to wrong. Our ancestors provided 
the ballot box as our bulwark of defense. 
Use it and then right your wrongs. 


Here is one of the wrongs written on out 


statutes. 
Where are those boundless terri- 


tories of the west which our forefathers 
intended as a heritage for the citizens of 
the republic? Gobbled up by railroad cor- 
porations. Congress donated this vast em- 
pire to the two Pacific railroads. 
They 


immediately threw It open to cultivation 
and the land, which was intended for future 
generations, was thrown into the bonds of 
rich monopolists, who with steam plows 
and steam, reapers and steam threshers soon 
developed 'it into an active producer ol 
cereals and competitor with the tolling 
farmers of Illinois.

Keene is a ruined 
man and only one of many operators rubied, 
but the evil result of their work still lives.
